WB was 
infuriated. BV knew one of the best copyright attorneys in the U.S., he told BV (then to WB) that 
it is perfectly legal to publish the manuscript, in part or whole, with his photo archives. WB 
instructed BV to do so using great care & be exact; for historic purposes. In the same 
conversation WB to BV: (Paraphrased) My U.S. gold coin notes could be completed into book- 
form, | had planned to do so when it would pay something, & | do have some photographs. BV 
made a promise to WB he would edit both Cent & Gold material. Previously WB had gifted BV 
with his massive library, all subjects, and a few coins & other collectables before his death; this 
material was not part of WB’s Estate. This “gifting” was due to the insistence of WB’s son 
Patrick Breen, due to trust-issues of the “gimme-pigs” surrounding the Breen ‘family’ household. 
My wife Anna thought it a good idea also. WB did not hesitate to insist, repeatedly, also. | was 
not so sure, so much of his resource material is far above my level of intelligence. WB was an 
expert in over 15 fields of study! Highest importance were over 100 NoteBooks. Archival coin 
material assembly was mostly complete by early 1997; Cent 1793 onward, published in 1997. 
The Lincoln Cent contains information after WB died, which is from BV’s archives (1992-7 
entries). Gold nearly finished in winter 1997-8 but other interests were more important so it was 
left forgotten & unfinished until early-mid 2000’s, | find numismatics boring, except design 
transitions. In a private sale in about 2007 a buyer received the bulk of WB’s coin library, | 
retained the gold notes. In the mid-20teens, | reviewed the contents & realized the importance 
of the material so in 2016-7 | worked a few more leisure hours on the subject. Keep in mind | 
had 4 newer computers since 1995 and numerous up-grades in software. | had promised WB | 
would complete the project, my wife Anna also insisted several times to keep the promise. So 
became the (then unknown to be first editions) 2017 volumes, which were well received among 
Librarians & Scholars for the information. Some people remarked the ‘roughness’ involved, | am 
Okay with that. WB had told me the most important issue in writing non-fiction: “Name your 
sources. Therefore if it is wrong, it is not your fault.” The second additions of 2021, due in part 
with Covid-19 virus quarantine [Italian: 40 days time (Venice plague)], | found some lost, 
forgotten & misplaced important information & source material: U.S. Gold Coins $2.50, $5.00, 
$10.00, $20.00 added therein. Within the archives are a few thousand uncompleted pages of 
U.S. One-Dollar, —Three-Dollar, —Four-Dollar, —Fifty-Dollar &, Territorial, Private & Provincial 
Mint; Denver Mint History which will not be completed by me.

About Uncirculated (AU), (au). Grade level between Extremely Fine & Uncirculated. Typically, 
either has full mint sharpness without mint bloom, or has nearly full mint luster with traces of 
rubbing or enough bag-marks to interfere with design details. 
Adjustment marks: File marks, inflicted on a planchet before striking, to reduce weight to mint 
standard; they do not constitute impairment to the coin, it is mandatory to describe the 
locations.In the Phila. Mint, gold blanks were weighed after being cut (punched) from strip 
(thereafter a scissel); lightweight ones were melted, normal ones cleaned & upset (rolled 
vertically between two rollers to raise the edge, see blank cutter below) before going to press, 
heavy ones went to the adjusters (women with files & wearing leather aprons). Weighing & 
adjusting sometimes had to be verified by others. Every few hours, the contents of the leather 
aprons went back to the melting pots, In the 1850’s, the 50-odd adjusters worked in a room 
called the “Canary Cage,” [typical bigotry]. Adjusting was done only on edges after the early 
1800's. 
aigrette [Heraldry] Headdress of tufted feathers, originally egret plumes. 
alignment In the striking press, working dies are normally placed so that their central axes 
coincide, & the top of obv. is nearest to bottom rev. (medals are top to top). Deviations may be 
rotational (therein stated as _ degrees o'clock); lateral when axes of dies are parallel but do not 
coincide: Typically, one side of coin is normally centered, the other side is apparently off center; 
or axial (axes of dies & therefore die faces are not parallel). Axial displacement is rarest 
because striking force disproportionately affects one edge of a die more than the other, causing 
prompt breakage; typically, one side of the coin is normal, the other unusually strong at one rim, 
weakening to illegibility at the opposite. 
alloy 1. Legally fixed proportion (percentage of AV & AR & AE) of metals in a coin. 
Alteration 1. Intentional change in a die, producing an overdate or overmintmark or a corrected 
blunder. 2. Fraudulent change of one or more letters or numerals or other elements on a 
finished coin, including the insertion or removal of numbers (date) or mintmark, etc.. The context 
always eliminates any possible ambiguity. 
Among some dealers & collectors alteration of a coin is an art-form. 
anneal Soften metal by heating. Die blanks are annealed before handwork with engraving tools, 
& before &/or between blows from the hub, the former to make fine detail work possible, the 
latter to avoid stress-hardening & brittleness. Planchets are annealed before striking, to save 
wear & tear on dies. 
Annotations; annot. Writing in autograph in white-space on manuscripts & books. A.k.a. 
Marginalia: Comments. Scribbles. Annotations: Glosses. Critiques. Doodles. Illuminations. 
annular In the shape of a ring or washer, disk with perforation, see $1.00. 
annulet [Heraldry] A small ring. 
arc arrangement On the Scot heraldic reverses, 1796-1807, stars are normally placed in a 
curved row or arc of 6 just below clouds, another arc of 5 below them, with the 2 other stars at 
beak & behind neck. Contrasted with cross arrangement, see below; also 1804 quarter eagle, 
others. 
argent 1. [Heraldry] Silver, corresponding to white; the arms of the U.S. are blazoned as 
“Argent, 6 pales gules, a chief azure,” meaning “On a white background, 6 vertical red stripes, 
top of total area blue,” but the rule forbidding color on color or metal on metal requires that the 
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white be represent as silver (‘argent’) rather than as color (‘blanc’). 2. Generic term for money 
on France & French colonies. Breen & Vogel were multi-lingual, argent (acto BV) in at least 15 
languages translate (or variants of) argent = silver. See or below. 

arms [Heraldry] Shield, charged with a pattern of design identified with the individual or 
corporation entitled thereto: Compare with blazon. 

Artyfact: Drawings by Breen in place of photos, often superior to photos due to employment of 
colored ink. | knew no other name to classify these illustrations. 

assay n. Quantitive analysis of metallic content, v. To perform & report such analysis. See also 
Pyx. 

assay bar Old term for bullion-storage ingot. 

assayer Official whose sole task is to assay gold bars, & coins. 

assembled set A proof set completed by buying individual coins; antonym, original set. 
attributes [Iconography] Objects worn or held by a god(dess) or other mythological figure or 
personification, enabling identification. Eagle reverse holding arrows & olive, fleur de lys in 
beak, see $20.00. 

attribution 1. Assignment to a designer, engraver, mint, &/or other source. 2. Assignment of 
variety number from one of the specialized reference(s) books or within this study. 

authentic As represented; genuine, made when & where the coin purports to have been made; 
non counterfeit, non-spurious. 

avoidupois Old weight standard, 1 lb. avoir. = 16 oz avoir. = 7,000 grs.. Used for everything 
except silver, gold & platinum; evidently to be replaced by metric weights. Included therein 
because authorizing acts specified in the weights in this standard. President Johnson (after 
Lincoln) signed an Act to move the U.S. to metric standard to be completed before/by 1900. 
azure [Heraldry] Blue. Represented on coins by horizontal shading of stripes in shield.

backdated Said of dies given a date earlier than that in which they were actually made. 

Bank of Pennsylvania: E 1795. 

barbed [Heraldry] With feathers (& usually claws) depicted. 

base point [Heraldry] The pointed bottom of a shield. 

basin v. To impart a convex curvature to the face of a die. In general, this produces not a 
spherical surface, but one in which the radius of a curvature varies, being greatest near center, 
least near edge. See St. Gaudens’ $20.00. 

beaded Said of a border consisting of round beads rather than radial lines, dentils, etc.. 

— hair chord: QE 1840-1907 Seventh Design Introduction. 

Bechtler: —$5 with proof set to Mint Cabinet. E, proof, 1860. 

bend [Heraldry] A stripe diagonally from dexter chief point (observer’s upper left) to lower 
sinister border (observer’s lower right). 

blank An unstruck planchet. Bill Fivaz prefers to restrict “blank.” See flan, planchet, upest. 
blank cutter Machine for shearing blanks out of strip; same principal as a cookie cutter. Rolled 
strip of proper thickness is passed through it; what comes out is first-process planchets & the 
perforated residue variously called scissel, shruf(f), clippings, or web. See 2nd process at 
adjustment marks above. See upset. See 1913-D E for illustration of change of positions. 
blazon v. [Heraldry] To describe the designs on a shield according to correct heraldic 
conventions; this procedure is terse & completely unambiguous. See example at argent, bend & 
others around main text. 

blundered die One containing an error in entry of one or more letter or numeral punches; most 
often the error is corrected but remains visible. 
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booby head John H. Clapp’s name for the quarter-eagle head of 1834 without motto. See also 
Numisma #1, 1839-40. 

border Raised circle whose outer circumference of the rim of a die or coin. Before 1836, 
normally dentilated or serrated; ca. 1836-1916, beaded; later, normally a plain raised lip or shelf. 
bourse Hall at a convention, where dealers display material for sale. Originally the France stock 
market. Italian: Borsa. 

BP See brilliant proof. 

branch mint Any Federal coining facility except the Phila. Mint See mintmark. 

Breen, Walter Henry; see Breen (Abbreviations, Typographical conventions above, Biography 
below & at end of all chapters) for published material; unpublished, most of this study is also 
cited as B, or Breen. Cited as NB, NB’s, nb = Notebook(s); ms.: cited as Manuscript(s). See 
unique. 

brilliant proof (BP). One with mirrorlike fields & unpolished devices. Compare matte proof. 
buckled die One failing because improperly hardened; some area is caved in, showing as an 
abnormal bulge on coins struck from it. See dumb blank. 

bullion Uncoined precious metal, usually in bar form. 

bullion-storage ingot Cast bar of gold, or some mixture of coinable gold, silver & copper by 
lawful percentage, stamped with weight, composition & assayer’s &/or owner’s identification; 
sometimes with an odd value: $78.55; mostly in the mint: weight & Mint specialty stamp 
(Treasury Dept.), some Customs Houses had their own specialty stamps. 

burnished Given a glossy surface by a buffing wheel. Strip intended for making proof planchets 
was burnished; workin dies (especially proof dies) were initially burnished. Coins burnished after 
striking are considered impaired. 

business strike A coin given only one blow from the dies (for mass production numbers), 
intended for normal circulation or commercial use; Same as production coin, opposite of proof. 
See production coin & proof coin below. 

bust Device including head, neck, & some part of shoulder or chest; some wear cap or not.

cambist Paperback book (magazine format, periodically dated), prior to 1865, recording current 
bullion prices of foreign coins in circulation; some also listed current bank notes, genuine & 
counterfeit. A must-have for merchants & banks. Extremely collectable today. 

cameo Devices in relief or embossed, like present coins; opposite of incuse (1910-30 Pratt) or 
intaglio; see both below. 

canton [Heraldry] One of 4 quarters of a shield, flag, or banner, contrasted with the rest by color 
or device, as the starry blue canton on the U.S. flag. 

cartwheel effect Mint bloom on an uncirculated production coin, consisting of minute radial 
corrugations; these vanish rapidly after even brief circulation, accordingly becoming a test for 
the grade (except on prooflike strikings). “Tilt a frosty uncirculated piece back & forth in the light 
& radial lines of light rotate in fields somewhat like the blurry lines on moving cartwheels of 
carriage wheels in a Western movie.” Breen {1977}, p. 298. See also unc. (uncirculated) in the 
above Abbreviations, Typographical conventions. 

cast v. Pour liquid metal into a mold to impart shape & sometimes devices. Antonym: strike. n. 
Anything so made. Antonyms: struck, die-struck. See cast blank & cast copy. 

cast blank For copper blanks. 

cast copy One made on a mold from a normal (die struck) coin. Look for porous surfaces & 
edges, a slick greasy feeling & bubble marks. 
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Castaing machine Named for Jean Castaing, the designer who perfected it, this imparted edge 
ornamentation &/or edge lettering to planchets before striking. Mounted onto a bench were two 
parallel bars, each containing half the edged device, set apart minutely less than the blank’s 
diameter, one fixed, the other spring-mounted & set to move forward at the pull of a long handle. 
Each blank passed through the machine, rolling enough to receive the complete edge device. In 
practice, slippage sometimes produced blundered edge inscriptions (parts missing or 
overlapping); more rarely a blank might run through a second time. Mint personal commonly 
called the operation “rounding & edge marking.” The machine went into use in the mid-17th 
century, becoming obsolete with the invention of the ‘close collar.’ Until well into the 19th 
century, its details (though long since published) were protected by oaths of secrecy exacted 
from workmen & Mint officers: Craig {1953}; Breen {1962A}; Ewing {1985}. Modern name for 
Casting machine: Geared Edge Dies. Later version especially for struck edge letters: Fixed 
edge die (reeding drum forces blank past edge die). Contrast Virble Brisee = Segmented edge 
dies. Fastest method! A. Herbert “Mints & Minting #19” EVN 11/30/1979, p. 5. Compare upset. 
CC: Collect(—ing, —or) Circulation: Estimates of survivors in the collecting fraternity; used 
therein in rarities of pedigree. —: Sometimes as Condition Census. 

celator Artist who engraved a design in intaglio directly onto a die blank, in a technique close 
kin to engraving sealstone gems. Later synonyms include die engraver, diesinker. The engraver 
in any official mint eventually had to become enough of a sculptor to create device punches. 
Since the late 19th century, the engraver’s tasks in the Phila. Mint have included making relief 
models suitable for conversion into galvanos which the portrait lathe would mechanically copy 
into matrixes or master dies, these in turn eventually used to raise hubs from which working dies 
would be sunk. Here the idea is to multiply identical coins in unprecedented quantity. 

center dot Raised dot at geometric center of a coin, from the compass used on a working die to 
lay out circular arcs for positioning lettering, stars, date, or other peripheral elements. Rarely 
seen after 1839, but see 1862 $5.00 reverse enlarged illustration, others. See next. 

center punch Unlike center dot, a round incuse mark at geometric center of a coin, apparently 
from a compass point on the hub. Found on a minority of mid-19th century coins, mostly eagles 
& half dollars. See above. 

chatter Unwanted vibratory movement of a die, producing minor double striking. 

cherrypick To recognize & buy a rare variety which has been offered as common. More often 
said of specialists buying from dealers, than of dealers buying from the general public. So 
fearful are some dealers of cherrypickers that they attempt to refuse to show their inventories to 
collectors known or suspected to be specialists. Breen was banned from Gimble’s Department 
Store, coin counter, in NYC ‘Village’ in the late 1950’s. Word was coined by Breen, | believe. 
chief [Heraldry] Upper third of a shield, contrasting with the remainder on color of device. 

chief points [Heraldry] Upper corners of a shield: dexter, at observer’s upper left; sinister, at 
observer’s upper right. On some shields, a middle chief point is between them. 

cinquefoil [Heraldry] Small ornament on shape of a five-petaled flower seen from vertically 
above. 

circulated (Circ.), (circ.).1. Released to the general public. 2. Showing signs of wear from being 
passed from hand-to-hand. Antonym: uncirculated. 

clash marks Impressions of part of a device of legend of one die onto a field of the die facing it 
in a press. From the dies striking each other at a normal coining force without a planchet 
between them. 1. Earlier moneyers’ failure to feed a planchet. 2. Failure of the mechanical 
feeder to release a planchet. 3. Failure of mechanical feeder to release a planchet into the 
coining chamber. 4. Because the press continued to run after the hopper was empty of blanks. 
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Classic Head Ebenezer Mason’s term for the John Reich head 1843-39: short curly hair with 
long lovelock, bound by a fillet inscribed LIBERTY; this followed numerous ancient Greek 
statues of athletes. See Numisma #1. 

clipped 1. Said of a thin gold coin from which some part of the edge has been shaved or 
seared. 2. Said of a planchet of which some part is missing owing to a misplaced blow from the 
blank cutter (“curved clip”) or which is incomplete because of the end of the strip (“straight clip”); 
see scissel illustration at $10.00 1913-D. All of these are very rare in U.S. gold. See reeded 
below. 

clippings Perforated metal strip from which planchets had been cut by the blank cutter. 
Synonyms: scissel, shruf(f), web. See 1913-D E for illustration. 

close collar Heavy steel plate, perforated to the exact size of the finished coin, fitting around & 
above the neck of the lower die, defining the cylindrical (coining chamber) in which the planchet 
is struck. It insures that the coins will all be of equal diameter; if grooved, it imparts vertical edge 
reeding. After striking, the upper die retracts, & the lower die rises through the collar, ejecting 
the finished coin so that the feeder fingers or ‘layer-on’ can brush it into the receiving bin with its 
fellows, while another planchet is fed to await striking. A flywheel governs all these motions. 
Newman-Bressett {1962} calls for the contrivance of collar die, but the term “close collar” 
appears in Mint correspondence as early as 1829, when it was introduced for use on gold coins 
(also half dimes), rendering the Castaing machine obsolete. Compare open collar. See late 19th 
century ARDM’s. Important changes in the 1907-8 $20.00’s, lettered edge designs in error 
closed 3 Style of numeral 3 punch found on the earliest dies of 1873, on the smaller 
denominations having knobs so close together as to be readily mistaken for an 8. Subject of a 
formal complaint from the Chief Coiner, Jan. 18, 1873: Boosel {1960}. Compare open 3. 
Similarly for closed 5, 6, or 9, in which knob touches cusp of loop, though without 
documentation in Coiners, Engravers & ARDM’s yet seen, maybe someday. 

coin n. 1. Originally, bullion formed into pellets or disks of standardized weight & stamped to 
enable circulation as money. 2. Later, similar items in any metal purportedly intended for 
circulation as money. 3. Later, similar items in any metal which could be theoretically circulated 
but which were sold at a premium (proofs, commemoratives, other NCLT items). Compare 
patterns. Be sure to see money. 

coin v. 1. Generally, to make bullion into circulating money. 2. Specifically, to impart designs 
onto planchets. 

coiner The mint official in charge of stamping planchets into money. 

coining chamber The cylindrical space bounded by lower die, upper die, & collar, later ‘close 
collar.’ Each planchet is fed into it, receiving one blow from the upper die (two or more for 
proofs), then ejected to make room for the next, see 1907 $20.00, for numerous exceptions to 
this definition. 

collar Metal plate with a coin-sized perforation to position the planchet for striking: See open 
collar, close collar; 1907 $20.00 for three piece lettered edge collar. 

commemoratives Generic NCLT items whose designs memorialize the occasion for which they 
were struck. 

common gold Large mintage half eagles, eagles, double eagles, ca. 1878-1907, & later dates, 
mostly saved by bullion speculators & hoarders. 

complete hub One containing all details of an obv. or rev. design except for date or mintmark. 
Since 1907 these have also included dates. 

contamin machine Pantograph, using a rotating cutter to copy a design. A 12 inch plaster 
image was reduced to coin die size. In the mid 1880’s C.J. Hill developed a variation of the 
Contamin where by an electrotype was traced horizontally using a treadle (foot power, as 
sewing machine). Janvier (Victor) machine was the most successful which was in mint operation 
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until 2008, replaced by CNC milling machines Janvier’s machine employed twin cone belt drives 
pointing in opposite directions for increased speed, by cutting center point to rim. U.S. Mint 
purchased one in 1907, easing difficulties of $20.00 design change. Contamin receipt is 
property of Bruce Vogel, ex Breen. 

copy Generic imitation of a genuine coin. Includes counterfeits, forgeries, electrotypes, cast 
copies, struck copies; all made privately outside mint. 

copy dies Dies imitating some earlier issue, made later to simulate it, most often for clandestine 
purposes. Examples: Dies of the 1804 plain 4 eagle; Nagy’s $10 & $25 Templeton Reid dies. 
counter 1. Anything used for tallying. 2. Specifically, anything of the size & general appearance 
of a coin, used in gambling to represent the latter; ancestral to the poker chip; see 1803 
KETTLE $2 1/2 & $5. 

counterfeit Unauthorized imitation of a coin, generally distinguishable from the genuine by 
differences in manufacturing methods. Therein specifically refers to pieces falsely made to 
circulate as money, or more recently to gold coins falsely imitating genuine ones, made to sell to 
bullion dealers, jewelers, speculators, gold hoarders, etc., Numismatic fakes, made to deceive 
coin collectors & dealers, are instead called forgeries. One of the many W. Breen enemies. 
countermark, counterstamp Any letters, numerals, or devices stamped onto a finished coin. 
These two terms are traditionally interchangeable, though some students have attempted to use 
one to mean official stamps, the CAL on some 1848 quarter eagles. The Bechtler countermark 
on federal half eagle is apt to be highly prized. 

Coyning Engine. Archaic term for a screw press. 

crest [Heraldry] A device surrounding the arms, & blazoned separately; examples are the arm & 
arrow on CALIFORNIA gold coins. 

cross arrangement See arc arrangement above, see also 1804 quarter eagle, others. That 
found on gold 1797-99, 1804-5; the stars above eagle form parallel straight lines intersecting as 
diamond patterns. Antonym: arc arrangement. 

crosslet 1. [Heraldry] A tiny cross, usually Greek (equal armed) & without ornamented arms. 
Herein found mostly as punctuation in legends. 2. The serif on right end of crossbar of a 4, as 
on some coins of 1804 & 1834; “plain 4” coins lack this serif. 

cud Lump on a coin struck from a die from which a piece has broken off. The term is attributed 
to Del Ford. 

currency 1. Paper (U.S. currency is cotton-linen fiber) circulating as money. Antonym: specie, 
hard money. 2. Currency money of all kinds. 3. Condition of being current. 

cwt = hundredweight = 112 Ibs. avoirdupois = 50.802 kg..

debased Said of coins underweight or of precious-metal content inferior to legal standards, or to 
those claimed on the coin’s face. Not always counterfeit: genuine examples include the later 
gold dollars by Christopher Bechter, Jr., from dies reading ALBECHTLER, & the Mormon gold 
coins with PURE GOLD or P.G. which were nevertheless heavily alloyed. 
debasement 1. Issue of lightweight coins. 2. Issue of coins below legal standard in precious- 
metal content. A crime formerly equivalent to counterfeiting; conviction of a mintmaster on this 
charge formerly rated a death penalty. See CC Mint issues 1872-3 HE; Super. H.F. Rice was 
fired, he could have been executed. 
delivered Struck coins in Coining Department sent by Coiner to Mint Treasurer to fulfill orders 
from Mint Superintendent. See warrant. 
denomination Multiple of fraction of a monetary unit. Sometimes but not always an official 
name of a coin; authorizing acts always named the 2 1/2-dollar coins “quarter-eagles.” 
dentilated Said of a border furnished with dentils. Contrasted with beaded & serrated. 
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dentils Ornaments shaped like small teeth; ends may be rectangular, rounded, or with dull 
points. Minter’s employ dentils to assist in an even-flow of metal from field to upraised rims. 


design see type and variety below. 

device Principal design element. 

device punch Steel bas-relief, used for sinking a device into a die; like a hub without legends. 
Generally raised from a matrix. 

dexter [Heraldry] Right side of shield, from the bearer’s point of view; observer’s left; the more 
honorable side. Antonym: sinister. 

die That which stamps a design into a planchet. So that the devices & inscriptions will be in 
relief & readable, the die is incuse or intaglio & retrograde. 

die blank Steel cylinder ready to be made into a die by being impressed with devices, 
inscriptions, etc.. Between successive blows from a device punch or hub, the die blank must be 
annealed to prevent brittleness; later it is cleaned & hardened. 

die-linked Said of 2 or more varieties of coins sharing the same die. See mule as die pairs. 
diesinker One who impresses designs & inscriptions into a die blank. The older terms engraver 
or celator suggest freehand work; diesinker instead suggests one who uses letter punches &/or 
device punches. In practice there was much overlap. 

die state Discrete stage in the life history of a die, from new (intact & generally with initial 
polish) to worn, clashed, cracked, chipped, broken, file-marks &/or rusted. The appearance of a 
new crack or set of clash marks represents a distinct die state; mere lengthening of an existing 
crack is not always so counted. 

dollar 1. Anglicization of thaler = Central European coin containing somewhere near an ounce 
of silver. 2. Federal money of account, intended to match preceding; legally defined by the 1792 
Mint Act as 27 grs. gold at 11/12 or 22 carats Fine = 24.75 grs., or 1.604 gms. pure gold. 3. 
Federal money account, defined by the 1837 Mint Act as 25.8 grs. gold at 900 Fine = 23.22 grs. 
or 1,5046 gms. pure gold. 

double eagle Official name for the Federal $20.00 gold coin. (DE), (de). 

double stripes Said of any die in which the U.S. shield represents pales gules by two lines for 
shading (rather than three or four or more). 

double struck Said of any coin which has received two impressions from working dies in 
accidentally imperfect alignment. Proofs normally receive such extra blows in perfect alignment. 
doubled die One which received one of its several blows from hub or device punch in 
accidentally imperfect alignment. Three classes: 1. Displaced extra blows from same or 
indistinguishable hubs. a) rotated, d) offset, e) pivoted. 2. Displaced extra blows from same or 
indistinguishable hubs which have worn, chipped, or otherwise deteriorated between blows. b) 
distorted, f) distended. 3. Displaced extra blows from two distinguishable hubs. c) design. g) 
modified. See post 1916 overdates; & the 1909/8-P double eagle. 

draped bust Any gold coin which the bust is depicted as showing any kind of loose cloth rather 
than a uniform. 

dumb blank A planchet which fails the ring-test because of occluded gas bubbles or cracks.

eagle 1. Any device thought to represent one of the larger predatory birds especially American. 
2. Official name for the $10.00 gold coin. Roman Eagle Standard represents planet Jupiter. 
edge The cylindrical boundary of a coin. Not to be confused with border or rim. May be plain, 
lettered, reeded, or ornamented. “The third side of a coin;” imparted by blank cutter, Castaing 
machine, close collar, or virole brisee. 
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edge device Pattern of letters &/or ornaments on edge. 

edging, edge marking Old terms for imparting edge lettering or ornamentation by the Castaing 
machine. 

edge reeding Ribs on edge, imparted by Castaing machine or close collar. 

emission sequence Chronological order of die varieties. Steps in determining it include 1) 
grouping vars. sharing a single obv. die; 2) grouping vars. sharing a single rev. die; 3) arranging 
those in each group according to die states. Where changes in edge device of planchet occur, 
further modifications may be necessary. 

engraver Later name of celator or diesinker. 2. Short for Engraver of the Mint, the official in 
charge of manufacture of dies at the Phila. Mint. 3. In most of the preliminary headings of each 
section of main text, refers to whoever completed the working dies, as distinct from who 
designed them. 

eraser job A style of cleaning a coin. Also to remove luster to simulate a proof coin. This is 
easily detected under magnification. Check closely field adjoining raised areas. 

ex Designates a numismatic source, book, or coin ownership; Latin ‘out of.’ 

experimental coin Test of a new circulating medium: new metal or alloy, denomination, or 
manufacturing method. See History of the Denver Mint ms. 1887: For Mint detailed information. 
Extremely Fine (EF) grade level defined for each series in main text. A century ago the 
equivalent was “barely circulated.”

face value 1. Exchange value defined by some inscription on a coin ("mark of value”). 2. 
Normal value based on weight standard. Most collectors (especially dealers) don’t want to 
accept this but this is the lawful value of all collectable coins. 

Fair Grade level below Good; typically, identifiable but without complete inscriptions. Collectible 
only for extreme rarities. 

fantasy piece A coin designed on whim or to create a rarity, not out of any urgency for a 
circulating medium. Example: 1915-D quarter eagle. See piece de caprice. 

field Plain background around devices on a die; space for inscriptions. 

fillet Old term for a hair ribbon, awarded to athletes as a prize for winning town games 
(ancestral to the blue ribbons awarded to exhibitors, etc). 

fillet head Old term for draped-bust. 

fin Mint term for knife-rim. 

Fine (F), (f). Grade designation defined for each series in main text. Fine 1. Parts per thousand 
of principal metal; federal gold coin is 900, etc. 2. In such legal phrases as “fine gold,” pure, 
unalloyed. 

final As ornament at the top or upper corner(s) of a device. 

floccinaucinihilipilification All attempts possible have been made to recognize this act. 

first process planchet One not yet given the upset rim. See upset. 

flan Alternate term for planchet or especially blank. 

fleur de lys Therin FDL, $20. [Heraldry] Stylized lily. Sometimes shortened to lys. 

forgery Fraudulent imitation aimed at collectors or dealers; herein distinguished from circulating 
counterfeits. 

Form 678 USMD: See Denver Mint in Index of Subjects.

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galvano Impression of a plaster relief model created by electrodeposition; a preliminary stage in 
creation of original dies for coins. 

gangpunch Alternative term for logotype; a punch bearing several letters or numerals. 

gem Applied term to an Uncirculated or proof coin, denotes “Flawless” & connotes “high 
aesthetic quality” 

glory [Heraldry] Stars or other device or inscription represented as in the sky or luminous, 
generally by proximity of clouds or rays or both. 

Godless Epithet for any coin omitting a reference to God which had been standard on its 
predecessors. Examples: $10 & $20 of 1907-8 omitting INGOD WE TRUST. 

Gold: 


Gold: Only 160,000 Tons have been mined in human history as of 1990 C.E.. As with all heavy 
metals, gold was formed in outer-space in Supernova star explosions. One of the earliest known 
reverence was ancient Egypt; they prefered leaf AV, no heat required to beat a nugget into a 
sheet of paper. Then Roman Empire was based on AV. 


—Hydraulicing: Powerful water pump erodes gravels in placer mining. 

Placer deposit: Alluvial concentration containing gold (or valuable minerals). 

Placer mining: Extraction of valuable minerals or metals, from alluvial deposits by washing with 
water. 


— Rush Arizona Terr.: Vulture City was started by Henry Wickenburg. He found $20,000.00 
before telling anyone. He found unusual outcropping in 1863, sitting under a buzzards carcass 
(he shot the Vulture). As the town developed it was violent; murder, rape was commonplace. He 
sold rights for $85,000.00 in 1866. The Town eventually saw over $17M in AV. He really only 
received $20K of the 85K and spent most of that trying to collect the other $60K. 


— Rush California: James W. Marshal discovered a gold nugget January 24th 1848 at Sutter’s 
Mill. 

— Colorado: Aspen 1879 worlds richest AR vein ever found, to date [D-Mint/Assay 
records BV]. 

— Rush Montana: Fort Benton about 1865. 

— Nevada Comstock: Lode $400M 1859-78 = 1990 dollars 6Billion. Virginia City is built atop of 


AR vein that runs for 20 miles. [Territorial Enterprise newspaper source.] Silver miners were 
best paid labores in the world at $4.00 per day. Four mile long Sutro Tunnel from Carson River 
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Valley below Sun Mountain to heart of Comstock Lode. It was used for fresh air ventilation, 
water-shed & to transport AR out. There had been many deaths before this. The tunnel took 9 
years to build. The Comstock Lode financed the US Treasury funding of the Civil War. Notable 
William Ralston’s CL wealth founded Bank of America. 


— Klondike: Alaska Terr. 1897-98. 


— Rush New Mexico: By 1880’s MoGollon (named after Spanish explorer) produced $20M AV. 
Town often raided by Geronimo & his Chiefs, until Sept. 1886 when he was captured by Gen. 
Crook. At a cost of $12M, 5K Troops to take 3 dozen Indin’s captive. By 1890’s rush was over. 


— Rush: South Dakota Terr. Deadwood: Col. Custer found AV in Deadwood area 1875. See 
details in Assay Office records. 


— Refining: Chlorine refining: Chlorine is added to liquid AV, the chlorine turns all other metals 
to chlorides & are poured off the to[p, the result .999 Fine. See parting below. 


— Standard: 1873 ARDM AV Standard of England. 9/21/1931 England removed its self from 
GS. 


“Free” gold: Nuggets, scale, wire, shot, flour, grains, dust. Gold is 19.7 times heavier than 
water, 7 times heavier than the rock (usually near quartz deposits) gravel, pebbles, & sand it is 
found in. 


Golden Fleece: Jason & Argonauts search for GF, with Jason & Crew of 50. His ship the Argo. 
Other than the Golden Ram guarded by an unsleeping Dragon story. The GF was a lambs hide 
with wool intact, used as a bottom of a sluice box (19th Cent.) to trap AV. Roman’s used 
Afirs[sic] , a plant similar to Rosemary for bottom of sluice box. 


Good (G), (g). 1. Grade defined for each series in main text; typically, with date & all inscriptions 
legible, with complete outlines of devices but no internal details. Only collected in extreme gold 
rarities. 2. Genuine. 
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grade, grading “An excuse for price.” —John D. Wright. Rating of a coin’s place on a scale 
whose lower extreme is illegible wear (Poor), & whose upper extreme is perfect preservation 
(superb pristine Uncirculated or superb Proof). See numerical grading. 

grading standard Verbal descriptions of the various stages on the scale mentioned under 
grade. That here used is substantially identical to that of ANACS = ANA Certification Service, 
but without the anachronistic numbers. See numerical grading. 

grain A weight (troy or avoirdupois) = 0.06479891 gram. Herein used because authorizing acts 
specified coin weights in this unit. See Abbreviations above. 

gram Standard metric system unit of mass = 0.001 that of the platinum-iridium cylinder at the 
National Bureau of Standards or its twin at the International Bureau of Weights & Measures, 
Paris. {Source: T. Jefferson’s notes [In France to calculate values & weights of U.S. coins] This 
is mandatorily calculated at sea-level.} In the Denver Branch Mint this weight will be different 
(less) due to being a mile above sea-level. 

guide lines Circular arcs, whose center is at the center dot, put onto a die blank to guide the 
workman (engraver, letterer, or apprentice) in entering letters, numerals, or stars. Normally they 
are polished off before the dies is sent to press; occasional traces remained on some dies as 
late as the mid-1830’s. They became mostly obsolete with the introduction of complete hubs. 
gules [Heraldry] The color red, from French gueules, ‘fur neckpiece dyed red,’ represented by 
vertical shading. See the blazoning at argent; compare double stripes, triple stripes

half eagle Official name for Federal gold $5 coin 1795-1929. 

hub A specialized die used not for striking coins but for imparting designs to working dies. So 
that the coins will be in relief & readable, dies are intaglio & reversed; the hubs are therefore in 
relief. Earlier hubs were device punches, later ones included partial inscriptions; still later came 
complete hubs. Several blows (“entire”) from the hub are necessary to impart the design; an 
occasional by-product is doubled-dies. 

hundredweight Anglo-American weight = 1/20 long ton = 112 Ibs. avoirdupois = 784,000 grs. = 
50.802 kilograms. Abbreviation cwt. This is primarily herein defined if you intend to read 
ARDM’s. 


incuse Said of letters or devices sunk below neighboring surfaces. Antonyms: embossed, in 
relief. See cameo above. 

ingot 1. Long, flat rectangular solid of metal, produced by pouring the melted ore or bullion into 
a mold where it cools & solidifies; the largest ones made in mints are rolled into strip for cutting 
into planchets. 2. Short for bullion-storage ingot. 3. Short for specie ingot. 4. Official evasive 
name for the octagonal $50 coins made by Agustus Humbert’s United States Assay Office of 
Gold under federal contract, San Francisco Calif.. 

inscription Words, numerals, & abbreviations on a coin, other than dates, mintmarks, & 
engravers’ or designers’ signatures. Compare legend. 

intaglio Said of devices sunk below neighboring surfaces. Antonyms: in cameo, in relief. See 
cameo above. 
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Janvier lathe Type of reducing lathe of three-dimensional pantograph used for making reduced- 
size copies of galvanos on creating master dies & hubs. See Contamin machine above. See 
portrait lathe, below.

knife-rim Thin raised extension of edge, at outermost rim of a coin, from where metal was 
forced between die & close collar at striking. Mint personnel call it a fin & object to its presence 
on coins because it can create problems in ejecting the finished coin. It is usually an indication 
to replace a collar which has stretched with prolonged use. Not diagnostic of proofs. Neither a 
flaw nor a specially desirable trait of a coin.

lapped Smoothed on a lapstone, to remove minor irregularities. Also ‘stoned,’ see Numisma 
#1-4. 
layer-on Mechanical feeder, shuttling back & forth above the coining chamber, alternately to 
receive a new blank, drop it atop the lower die, & push out each newly struck coin. Ill. CW 
10/8/1986, p. 84. 
legal tender Anything that may be legally offered in payment of a debt or other financial 
obligation. The creditor or other party to whom the sum is payable must than accept it rather 
than demanding any other form of payment. Compare NCLT. 
legend That part of a gold coin’s inscription placed in a circular arc parallel to the border. See 
inscription. 
letter punch Steel punch for imparting a letter to a die: formerly made by typefounders in 
matched sets called fonts. Contrasted with logotype. 
liberty Any of the female personifications on U.S. gold coins. 
liberty cap 1. The pilleus or Phrygian cap, shaped like half an eggshell, in ancient Rome placed 
on the head of an ex-slave at manumission, partly to symbolize emergence from confinement 
(as the chick from the eggshell), partly to conceal the ultrashort haircut which marked slave 
status. 2. [Iconography] The conical cap used in the 18th century to symbolize liberty (senses 3, 
4). 3. Any representation of the last, as a device on coins. 
lightweight Said of a coin noticeably below legal weight standard; “weighed in the balance & 
found wanting,” as in Daniel 5:27. While coins still represent a legally prescribed amount of 
precious metal, any weight deficiency was grounds for suspicion. 
logotype A single punch containing a word or two; three, or four digits of a date. 
long ton English weight = 2.240 pounds avoirdupois = 1,016.047 kilograms. 
lys [Heraldry] Ornament representing a fleur de lys. See abbreviations FDL. Sometimes simply 
lys.

major variety One differing from others of the same type, date, & mintmark (if any) in a change 
of at least one design element, or an intentional change of layout. The changed element may be 
a single letter, numeral, or star, or anything larger. Compare minor variety. See type. 
master coin Pre-1858 term for proof. 
master die Same as matrix. 
master hub In modern minting practice, one raised from a matrix to sink negatives from which 
working hubs are raised. 
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matrix Original die, used not for striking coins but for raising device punches or hubs. Normally 
engraved intaglio on a die blank, which is thereafter hardened & put in a press opposite another 
die blank with a conical face. Repeated blows impart the relief details. 

matte proof (MP), (mp). One given its uniformly granular or dull surface at the mint by pickling 
in acid; a European 1890’s technique (from Japan) adopted at the Phila. Mint in 1907, but 
abandoned before 1936. See also satin finish proof; roman finish proof. Compare brilliant proof 
above. See Matte proofing processes at end of 1907-33 era coins, also see Numisma #4; ends 
of HE, E, DE P-Mints. 

milled Said of coins struck on blanks cut from rolled strip. The term “milled edge” is an obsolete 
misnomer for reeded edge. 

mills Rollers to make ingots into strip from which blanks are cult. 

minor variety 1. One differing from others only in minor repunchings, repairs, etc.. 2. A 
positional variety. Contrast major variety. 

mint n. Any coining establishment. 2. Capitalized, any of the branches of the federal mint 
system. mint v. To strike coins. — cited as —Collection in Smithsonian, later S.I., later TNNC. 
Latin: Moneta, “mint” or “money”; derived from Moneta, a surname of the Goddess Juno, whose 
temple at Roma was used for coining money, establishment for making coins, or pieces of metal 
designed as circulating money. 

mint bloom Pristine surface of a freshly minted coin, produced by cold flow under the dies: 
compare cartwheel effect. Cannot be effectively simulated (compare whizzing); cannot be 
restored to a coin which has lost it from wear or cleaning. 

mint state Same as Uncirculated: Free of any trace of wear. See slider. 

mintage 1. Process of striking coins. 2. Quantity coined, then released to the public for 
commercial use. Therein quantity numbers inside [ ]. Compare proofs for collectability. 
mintmark Letter or symbol identifying the mint of origin of a coin. On federal coins, mintmarks 
are normally punched by hand into each working die at the Phila. mint. See branch mint. 
money A tool, not a possession. Difficult to understand if you collect coins. 

motto Aphorism, often set off from legends or other inscriptions on a coin, often included in 
blazoning of arms. Examples: “IN GOD WE TRUST” & “E PLURIBUS UNUM” 

mule v. To make a coin by combining two dies not meant to go together. [Horse, donkey= mule; 
pheasant, game-hen= chicken; camel, llama= cama (,!).] n. Any coin so made. 

—History of the Denver Mint ms.: 1887 for Mint description, detailed.

NCLT “Non-Circulating Legal Tender.” Term for coins (Commemoratives &/or proofs) struck to 
legal weight & composition standards which could theoretically circulate but in practice do not 
because sold at a premium over face value. See legal tender. 

new-tenor Coins made at a new weight standard; specifically herein gold made on or after Aug. 
1, 1834. See old-tenor.

numerical grading Obsolescent practice of affixing numerals to each grade designation: Basal 
State (= barely identifiable & unmutilated) 1; Fair 2; About Good 3; Good 4, 5, 6; Very Good 7, 8; 
About Fine 10; Fine 12,15; Very Fine 20, 25, 30, 35; Extremely Fine 40, 45; About Uncirculated 
50, 55; Mint State 60, 65, 70. Other numerical grade designations were never authorized by 
Sheldon. He devised this scale after noticing that auction & fixed price sales of 1794 cents (ca. 
1925-45) exhibited fairly consistent relations between price & grade. A Good sold at twice a Fair; 
a Very Good almost twice a Good; a Fine three times a Good; a Very Fine five times a Good or 
almost double a Fine; an Extremely Fine eight times a Good or about five times a Very Good; an 
About Uncirculated about seven (twelve times a Good) times a Very Good or two & one half 
times a Very Fine; a Mint State about fifteen times a Good or five times a Fine or three times a 
Very Fine; & an original blazing mint-red piece would then bring about 15% more than a toned 
one. From these observations Sheldon made the mental leap to an equation which he believed 
fundamental to a “science of cent values”: Market Price = Numerical Grade X Basal Value 
(value in Basal State). However, publication of his books {1949, 1958} permanently affected the 
market enough to destroy this relationship between price & grade & with it both his hypothetical 
“science of cent values” & any remaining rational for these numbers. Because Sheldon 
standardized descriptions of each grade level for large cents, the numbers remain in use in 
EAC; but because they have not been so standardized for other series, despite the ANA 
Grading Guide, they are not used herein. They have become a focus of the very same abuses, 
primarily overgrading, which Sheldon had devised them to combat; among the most flagrant 
instances are those involving alleged grades between 58 & 67, which represent distinctions 
nowhere precisely described, & about which disagreement has become both frequent & 
acrimonious.

They have largely subserved dishonesty and greed: “grade low when 
buying, high when selling.” 


To right personal letter, outgoing. Self explianitory. 
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obverse The “heads” side of a coin; antonym: reverse. Which side is which is not always 
obvious; decisions about such ambiguous coins are explained in the introductory sections of 
text, if necessary. In this study the dated side, unless so noted. 

occluded gas Gas bubbles trapped in the gold ingot at cooling & solidifying. Most will escape 
when the ingot is rolled into strip; blanks from such metal will show lamination defects from the 
bubbles’ breaking, but occasionally bubbles too small or too deeply buried to escape that way 
remain, producing a dumb blank. 

off center Said of a coin only partly resting within the coining chamber at striking. Typically, it 
will have a crescent-shaped blank area opposite one in which border or even design is 
incomplete. 

old-tenor Coin struck before a new weight standard became official. Antonym: new-tenor. 
Examples: $2 1/2, $5, $10 gold coins issued before Aug. 1, 1834. 

oldstyle [Typography] Said of letters characterized by wedge-shaped serifs, not all horizontal or 
vertical; thick elements not heavily contrasted with thin (& in curves, as upper case B, C, D, G, 
O, P, R, often canted to left, not vertical). Antonym: modern letters. 

OMS “Off Metal Striking” Impressions from regular dies on a blank of other than the authorized 
metal. 

one-sided proof A coin minted by normal proofing techniques except that the rev. die remained 
unpolished; obv. has mirrorlike field, rev. hasn’t. Such coins occur occasionally 1817-36 & more 
rarely later. 

open collar Thin plate with a perforation a little larger than the finished coin, placed above the 
lower die & serving to position the blank atop the latter but without restraining expansion at 
striking. This was to protect the edge device & ease ejection of the finished coin. Replaced in 
various denominations during 1829-36 by the close collar. 

open 3 Style of 3 found on later dies of 1873, with the knobs far apart. Produced in response to 
the Coiner’s complaint Jan. 18, 1873, about the closed 3 appearing as an 8. Similarly for other 
open digits, in which knob of 5, 6 or 9 is free of cusp or loop; but no documentation survives for 
these changes. 

or [Heraldry] Gold; a metal, not a color (compare argent). 

original Said of an issue actually made in the year of its date; antonym: restrike. 

original die 1. A matrix. 2. Adie made for & used in the year of its date; antonyms: restrike die, 
copy die. 

original (proof) set, One containing the identical specimens received together from the mint in 
the year of issue; antonym: assembled set. See assembled set above. 

overdate 1. Variety in which at least one digit of a date has been changed, either for mint 
economy or to correct a blunder. 2. Loosely, similar var. in which a rotated (misplaced) digit is 
corrected. 3. To make any such alteration in a die. 

overmintmark Variety in which a mintmark is overpunched in the die with a different one: D/S, 
generally for mint economy. 

overstrike To use an earlier coin as a planchet for a different one.

pale [Heraldry] A vertical tripe. 
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pale gules [Heraldry] Vertical red stripe; therein specifically on the U.S. shield. where 
represented on coins by vertical shading. See next. 

paly [Heraldry] Having the field divided into vertical stripes. See the blazoning at argent. 
pan To search in gravel & ‘black-sand’ for granules, flakes, or lumps of gold or gold-bearing 
quartz. 

par 1. 100% of face value. 2. Equal current value (with a named specie unit). 
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parting Separating sliver from gold: A necessary stage in refining gold bullion. To use parting 
acid. See gold above. 
parting acids Concentrating nitric, sulfuric, & hydrochloric acids used in parting. 


Below: RitA: This concerns the set-up of S-Mint. Booth’s Dry Method is last entry (4). 
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pattern Proposed coin design not adopted. Compare prototype, experimental piece. Patterns 
often come in other than the proposed metals; many patterns for both federal & pioneer gold 
coins are unknown in gold. See, Judd. See History of the Denver Mint ms.: 1887 for Mint 
description in detail. 

pedigree Sequence of owners of a coin or reference material. Ideally, equivalent to the legal 
term “chin of title.” In practice, often contains gaps because many dealers discard, falsify, or 
suppress pedigree date to prevent collectors from deciphering their cost codes or learning their 
markup; some even clean coins lest they be recognized at subsequent auction appearance. 
This has the unwanted side effect of making some coins appear to be commoner than they 
actually are. “Slabbing” has multiplied this fact by resubmitting the same coin for a better grade; 
submitting to another company for another grade. 

pheon [Heraldry] Ornament representing a stylized arrowhead; often more resembles a bird’s 
footprint. 

piece de caprice (French) Same as fantasy piece. 

pilleus Latin name for the Phrygian liberty cap. 

plain edge One without reeding, lettering, or any ornamentation; like our current cents & 
nickels. 

planchet Disk on which a design is stamped to make a coin. An unstruck one is called a blank. 
See blank, flan. Bill Fivaz: Only with an upset rim. 

planchet defects Those present on the blank before striking. Occluded gas in the ingot 
produces laminations & splits when the bubbles break during rolling into strip. Innhomogeneities 
or inclusions of foreign matter in the ingot produce discolored streaks (formerly called “drift 
marks”), or sometimes granular cavitations or cracks. Because these all preceded striking, they 
do not count as damage to the coin. Mandatory to mention in a description when selling, for 
pedigree. 

plated coins Generally, coated with some other metal after striking, often for fraudulent 
purposes. The few rare exceptions of mint products are noted in the main text, as are the known 
fraudulent ones. 

portrait Legally “impression(s) emblematic of liberty” rather than portraits. U.S.C. 324, Sect. 
3517. 

portrait lathe Three-dimensional pantograph for reducing large relief models to coin size; the 
modern version is the Janvier lathe, see above. 

positional variety Any minor variety differing from others only in positions of hand-lettered 
punches of logotypes with respect to each other or to devices. In practice, when lettering or 
dates differ greatly in position or spacing, suggesting either an intentional change of layout or a 
blunder, such dies are listed as major varieties. See LB1 RB_ in Abbreviations, Typographical 
Conventions. 

presentation pieces Coins minted with unusual care, from new dies on carefully selected 
blanks, generally prooflike, intended for visiting dignitaries or other VIP’s either before the Phila. 
Mint standardized the proofing process in 1817, or at branch mints. 

presently In the main text, affixed to a rarity, indicates that the variety is too recent a discovery 
to permit a reasonable estimate of the quantity available. 

press 1. Engine for stamping dies onto blanks; also called striking press or coining press. 
Includes both the screw press & its successors. 2. Engine for stamping hubs onto die blanks, 
usually “hubbing press.” 3. Same as blank cutter; in this sense, usually a “cutting press.” 
pristine Said of a mint state or proof coin with original surfaces intact, never cleaned, or at least 
without any visible evidence of cleaning. 
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production coin Same as business strike; one made to circulate, normally given only one blow 
from the dies. Antonyms: pattern, presentation piece, piece de caprice, proof, prototype, etc.. 
proof (P), ©, (p). Specially minted coin, normally given two or more blows from the dies to bring 
up the designs more sharply than on production coins. Normally minted on burnished blanks 
from burnished dies; exceptions include matte proof, sandblast proof, satin-finish proof. Therein 
as [___ +P__]. See also Roman finish proof. Piefort Proof: Struck on very thick & broad 
planchets; usually copper & silver coins. NB 61:48 “Proof” as a kind of super-unc. grade. Ladder 
Theories. 

proof coin See business strike & production coin above. 

proof dies Those specially burnished & otherwise prepared for making proof coins. Because 
the coins are not annealed between impressions, they become stress-hardened & wear down 
the dies more rapidly than do production coins. The figures are about 100 to 125 pieces 
maximum; after 1888, some proof dies were used also for making production coins. 

proof set Group of proof coins of one date, as sold by a mint in the year of issue. Compare 
assembled set, original set. Best comments on original proof sets see WB’s Ency. page 184. 
proofing The process of making proof coins. See proofing piece. 

proofing piece Small bar of 999+ Fine gold, used for bringing low-grade melts up to mint 
standard; formerly commonly used in federal mints & in the San Francisco Provisional Branch 
Mint (Augustus Humbert’s U.S. Assay Office of Gold). 

prooflike Said of a presentation piece or an exceptional production coin, struck from brilliantly 
polished dies on a blank which may or may not also have been polished before striking. The 
“depth” of prooflike finish is measured by the distance at which the coin will clearly & readably 
reflect print. Sometimes the dies were polished to remove clash marks or other defects; clues to 
this condition include incompleteness of relief details &/or traces of clash marks in protected 
areas. 

proper 1. [Heraldry] Of its own natural colors. 2. Said of a die intended for a particular 
combination; other combinations using it or its partner are mules. Die pair # 1 (obv. & rev.) used 
with die pair # 2 rev. or obv.; other examples are different year, & different type. Compare mule. 
prototype 1. A design adopted in the subsequent year. Example: 1876 $20 of type of 1877 
repositioned head, TWENTY DOLLARS. 2. A design of which one side is current, the other later 
adopted, though the combination may not appear on later production coins. Example: 1876 $20 
with head of 1877 & regular TWENTY D. reverse; also called transitional. 3. A proposed design 
which differs only in minor details from that later adopted. 

punch 1. Tool for impressing a design element into a die. Compare device punch, letter punch, 
logotype, hub. 2. Use such a tool on a die. 

punchlinked Said of dies sharing one or more letter punches or numeral punches from the 
same font. Punch linkage constitutes evidence that the same diesinker worked on all dies 
sharing these punches. 

pyx Source ARDM’s, see trial of the pyx below. Assay.

quarter Weight of 1/4 hundredweight = 28 Ibs. avoirdupois = 196,000 grains = 12.7 kilograms. 
quarter eagle Legal name for the $2.50 gold coin. 


R 


raise To emboss devices on a hub or device punch, not by relief carved in but by placing itina 
press opposite an original die or other suitable negative. 
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rare Said of a coin of which only a limited number exist in collectors’ hands. Where this number 
is in the thousands, the term becomes a misnomer. See next. 

rarity scale Estimate of surviving population of a coin, originally in impressionistic terms (R = 
Rare, RR = Very Rare, RRR = Extremely Rare, etc., up to RRRRRR = Unique: older European 
usage), more recently attempting to be quantitative. The scale most commonly used today was 
adapted by Dr. Sheldon {1949, 1958} from Noel Humphreys (about 1853): 

R-8 = “ Estimated 1-3 known, Unique or Nearly Unique.” 

R-7 = Estimated 4-12 known, “Extremely Rare.” 

R-6 = Estimated 13-30 known, “Very Rare.” 

R-5 = Estimated 31-75 known, “Rare.” 

R-4 = Estimated 76-200 known, “Very Scarce.” 

R-3 = Estimated 201-500 known, “Scarce.” 

R-2 = Estimated 501-1,250 known, “Uncommon.” 

R-1 = Over 1,250 known; “Common.” (Breen used this by permission acto ms., whose?, there 
are 4 versions; had to be WHS) 

These designations were originally standardized only for large cents 1793-1814. They do not 
discriminate properly among coins with larger overall populations, where a coin of which 2,000 
or even 5,000 survive brings many times the price of its cousin of which 10,000 survive. And in 
other series, a coin of which 4-6 survive may bring many times the price of its kin of which 8-10 
survive. Worse still, any honest rarity rating must be understood as “known to the writer at this 
time,” & possibly obsolete by the time the book is printed. See presently. But as nearly as 
possible, a “Very Rare” herein will rate at least Rarity 6, Sheldon scale, & similarly for other 
ratings. Prices usually dictated by number of specimens versus number of collectors (Supply v. 
demand) seeking such. 

reduction 1. The process of mechanically reducing a master die or hub the size of a coin from a 
much larger galvano, using a portrait lathe. 2. Any die or hub so made. In practice, each 
reduction needs much hand-finishing work. This process is a stage in translating new designs 
into coins, not of using current designs. 

red stripes Alternative term for pales gules, represented on coins by vertical shading. 

reeded Said of an edge with vertical ribs. These placed to forbid shaving precious metal for 
accumulation for later melting or outright sale by weight, see clipped above, safety edge below. 
reeding The ribs in a reeded edge. Different close collars are recognizable by distinctive 
thickness & spacing of these ribs. Compare broad mill, narrow mill. 

relief Degree to which devices protrude outward from fields. In general, the higher the relief, the 
more blows from the hub necessary to make a working die, & the more blows from the working 
die necessary to bring up the design on the finished coin, see 1907 $20 ultra high relief. This is 
why production coins are in low enough relief to show all essential details from a single blow 
from the dies. Compare proof. 

remedy Permitted deviation of weight. Therein, the figure following the +/- sign in “Weight 
Standard” for each series. The figures cited are from authorizing acts, which quotes the Director 
of the Mint in ARDM’s & other sources. See weight standard. 

replica Properly, a copy made by the same institution which made the original. Loosely, any 
copy or reproduction. 

restrike Generic term for any coin minted after the year of its date. In practice, the term is not 
applied to production coins (e.g., the 1845 O quarter eagles made in Jan. 1846), where mint 
economy or unavailability of new dies dictated the policy, but not to proofs struck later to 
accommodate favored parties, 1804 King of Siam set. The label has unjustly become a stigma, 
avoided as a designation of many coins lest auction prices fall; in actuality, many restrikes are 
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rarer than originals, & some have no original counterparts. See History of the Denver Mint ms.: 
for detailed information 1887. 

reverse (rev.) The “tails” side of a coin; antonym: obverse. Which side is which is not always 
obvious, decisions about such ambiguous coins are explained in introductory text; or in Judd, 
others. 

rim Circular circumference where edge meets border. On proofs this is usually “squared” 
(having a rectangular cross-section); on production coins it is normally beveled, or rounded. See 
knife-rim, upset. Compare broad mill, narrow mill, see QE 1840-1841. 

ring test Procedure for distinguishing a struck coin from an electrotype or cast copy; or for 
telling if two coins of the same kind are of the same metal. Balance the coin on a fingertip & 
gently tap it on the rim with another coin. A struck coin will produce a prolonged tone (mostly C, 
A sharp or B flat depending on size & weight); anything else, a brief “tink” or a dull thud. 
Exceptions: A struck coin on a dumb blank or with a planchet crack will ring briefly or not at all; a 
coin unusually thick for its diameter will ring more briefly than a thinner one of the same metal & 
diameter. Two coins of the same diameter, thickness & alloy will produce the same musical 
note; small changes in alloy produce large changes in pitch of the note. The test, while not 
necessarily conclusive of genuineness in itself, has heuristic value: after hearing a dull thud, one 
scrutinizes the edge for the seam characterizing electrotypes, & other ares for porosity, bubble 
marks, stem spot or other evidence of casting. 

rolled blank A planchet cut from rolled strip. Antonym: cast blank. 

rolled edge Misnomer for the second prototype of St. Gaudens $10 of 1907. 

rolling mills Pairs of heavy cylinders for squeezing ingots into strip. See Leonardo Da Vinci in 
Index of Names; screw press. 

Roman finish proof; “Roman Gold” finish That regularly found on proof gold 1909-10, more 
mirrorlike than satin finish, less so than the fields of brilliant proofs. A. Kosoff popularized the 
term in the 1940’s, but it may have earlier origins.

safety edge Any of several alterations to ordinary reeded edge, not applicable to this study, 
however important in clipping. 

sand blast proof One made by sandblasting coins given the normal multiple blows from 
polished dies; compare matte proof. Several variants of this finish appear on federal gold coins 
1908-9, 1911-15. 

sanas-serif [Typography] Said of letters without serifs (short ornamented cross-strokes at tops, 
bales, or ends). Used therein for measurements to position(s). S mintmark. 

Sauseure, Henry William: E 1795 signature on Warrant to coin. 

Satin-finish proof One with a surface a little nearer to “Roman Gold” than to matte; sometimes 
a little nearer to brilliant-proof finish than to either. Details of manufacture unknown, except that 
the coins were given extra blows from the dies; they do not show the cartwheel effect of 
business strikes. Mostly for silver coins. See also Herman MacNiel’s 1917 proof set. 

scarce In short supply to number available & number of collector’s demand. But with more 
survivors accessible than of a coin properly labeled as rare. 

Scissel = Webbing or remnants of strip after blanks are punched out. See Eagle $10 1913-D, 
Numisma #4 p.40 

screw press Engine employed for stamping blanks to make coins. The lower die is fixed into an 
anvil, generally wedged or fastened with screws, to discourage loosening & rotation or chatter. 
Blanks are positioned atop it by open collar (prior to 1829) or in the coining chamber by close 
collar (beginning in 1829). The upper die is mounted at the end of what is essentially a rotating 
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pile driver: a column fitted with screw threads, caused to descend rapidly with great force by 
rotating two weighted arms attached to ropes pulled by workmen or horses, depending on press 
size; only the smallest presses could be operated by two human laborers plus the moneyer. 
Larger presses could serve not only for larger coins but for stamping hubs into working dies, or 
raising hubs from matrixes. The inventors were Renaissance medalists attempting to rediscover 
how the ancient Romans made coins in high relief. Some features of the screw press were 
credited to Leonardo da Vinci; others to Boulton & Waitt, including the automatic feed & safety 
devices in use at the Phila. Mint since 1793. 

seawater Uncs. Epithet for gold coins recovered from wrecked ships; these typically show no 
wear but surfaces are granular or porous due to corrosion by hydrogen, oxygen, sodium & 
chlorine molecules, see Coronet Type: No Motto Above Eagle 1839-66 Introduction $5.00 for 
details. See DE 1854-S Yankee Blade. Numerous dates recovered from U.S.S. Central America, 
others. 

second-process planchet One which has been given a raised rim; contrast first-process 
planchet. See upset. 

seignorage Difference between a coin’s face value & its net cost; the latter is reckoned as sum 
of bullion value & manufacturing cost. aka Mint(s) profit. Details in Numisma’s. 

serrated Formed like saw teeth; said of border elements shaped like sharply pointed wedges. 
See edge reeding. 

set up trial Impression, generally made weaker than normal, made during preparation of a 
press to test whether the dies are positioned to come together at the proper distance (thickness 
of finished coin). 

Sheldon scale 1. His 8-point rarity scale. 2. His numerical grading scale. 

shruf(f) Late 18th-century term for clippings; both spellings recur. See 1913-D E for illustration. 
S.I.: Smithsonian Institution: Cited therein as S.I., earlier Mint, later TNNC. 

signature 1. Initials or name of a designer or engraver. 2. A privymark (difference); those most 
familiar therein: notched star 13 used by John Reich 1807-17. 

sinister [Heraldry] User’s left side = observers right side; the less honorable side of a shield of 
of a device on it. Its dishonorable or even evil connotations date to ancient Greece, where 
aristeros—‘left, clumsy, ill-omened’—was a word so dreaded as to be replaced by the 
euphemism enoymos—‘well-named’; where your left foot was never to be set on a friend’s 
threshold (soldiers still start marching with left!). Throughout the Middle East, one’s left hand is 
reserved for toilet paper; to eat with it insults all present. Dozens of languages’ words for left- 
handed connote clumsiness treachery, or malevolence. Right brain, left brain! 

sink To impart intaglio design elements onto a die blank. Originally done by hand carving (the 
celator’s art); later by hammering in letter punches &/or placing the die blank in press opposite a 
hub or device punch. Antonym: raise. 

slabbing Encapulization of gold coins into sonically (hopefully) sealed plastic. Purported to 
guarantee grade & authenticity; heed caution of counterfeit slabs. See pedigree. W. Breen: “... 
slabs are for corpses...” When studying a coin first time, it is recommended to cover description 
with thumb, make your opinion, then remove thumb, compare description. Buy the coin, not the 
slab! 

slider Current slang for a coin objectively Extremely Fine or About Uncirculated but salable as 
Mint State, particularly after cleaning & possibly recoloring. Many gold coins offered as “Mint 
State 63” are in fact sliders. You have been warned! 

slippage Malfunction of the Castaing machine: A blank run through it sticks or slips instead of 
rolling normally; accordingly missing some edge lettering or overlapping of some. 

slither: n. counterfeit money. OED sup. 
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Smithson bequest: Information at hand is skeptical. James Smithson died 1829 bequeathing 
$508,000.00 in gold English Sovereigns in 105 sacks, melted to make $10.00 Eagles. 
Government invested $1/2M in Arkansas & Michigan State (?) Bonds, which went bust. This 
$508,000.00 was more than 15X annual fiscal budget of U.S.. This bequest created the 
Smithsonian Institute by Congress 1846. What possible date are these Eagles? None were 
minted 1805-37; QE’s & HE’s were however. See HE 1834-8 Intro.; QE 1838-40. 

Breen later stated: 1838-9 Eagles made from Smithson Bequest (104,960 Sovereigns arrived 
8/29/1838 in N.Y.) to _ Mint $503,818.46. See 1838 E for annot.. 

snollygoster: Fanciful coinage. American English slang 1846. 

spark erosion Electrodeposition technique for making a false die from a coin. Dies so made 
show millions of microcavitites, which can be polished off fields but not off devices or 
inscriptions. Coins struck from such dies show micropimples on relief details, which are less well 
defined than in the genuine. 

specie Gold “hard money,” as in contrast with paper (cotton-linen fiber) currency; Warrant(s). 
specie ingot Rectangular ingot in an even denomination, intended to circulate as money when 
no proper coining machinery was available. Examples include the Moffat & Co. $16.00 & the 
Kohler/State Assay Office $50.00. Compare bullion-storage ingot. 

specie payments Redemption of paper currency in specie, 1815-May 10, 1837; ca. 1845-Dec. 
28, 1861; 1877-1968. Compare next. 

specie payments suspended Official or interbank agreement to refuse to make specie 
payments, May 10, 1837-ca. 1845; Dec. 28, 1861-1877. 

standard 1. Legally or officially designated weight. 2. Legally of officially designated fineness. 
Standard Mint Value Common legend on pioneer California gold (generally abbreviated 
S.M.V.), claiming that the coin so designated was of high enough weight & fineness to pass at 
par with federally minted coins of the same denomination. 

star 1. Symbol or ornament representing a heavenly body other than sun, moon, planet, or 
comet; rays proceeding from around a central point. The heraldic estoile has 6 or sometimes 8 
wavy lines. 2. Symbol of pentagram shape, properly a heraldic molet or spur rowel; mistaken for 
an estoile from the appearance of such ornaments on the arms of George Washington, & so 
represented in the arms & flag of the United States. 

statutory legend Any legend specified by the act authorizing a coinage, particularly naming the 
issuing authority. UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. Required on all federal coins by Act of April 
2, 1792 & later 31 U.S.C. 324, Sect. 3517. 

stella Name of the proposed $4 gold coin of 1879-80; from the large star device on reverse 
(Latin: stella = ‘star’). 


Steam coinage: For first Sc March 23, 1838 see Bushnell Lots 1768-70. First Sc medals (more 
than issue) dies by C. Gobrecht. The original issue 2-22. AE, Gilt, Proofs. 


stem spot Round area on a cast piece where molten metal entered the mold & was broken 
away at cooling. Normal on Moffat & Co. ingots. 

stock 1. Strip rolled to thickness of a particular denomination. 2. Blanks cut from such a strip. 
stria(e) Latin “Line(s), generally straight, in relief on a coin, often in parallel groups, or randomly 
scattered” (Breen {1977}, p. 306). Parallel striae occur most often in fields on 19th-century 
coins, generally from a file, lapstone, grinding wheel, or buffing wheel applied to the die; 
scattered striae are a feature of St. Gaudens’ prototype $10 & $20 coins of 1907. They are nota 
guarantee of genuineness, let alone proof status. Their configuration is distinctive for each 
working die. 
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strike 1. To stamp a coin design onto a blank. 2. Impression of relief detail: shallow (weak) or 
bold (strong, sharp). 

striking1. Batch of coins from a single source, delivered together. 2. Process of stamping coins. 
3. As a sense 2 of strike. 

strip What a gold ingot is rolled into; blanks are cut from it. 2. Chemically remove toning, 
tarnish, spots, atmospheric contaminants, corrosion, patina etc., from a coin; drastically clean. 
struck Made by stamping onto a blank. Antonym: cast. 

struck copy An imitation made from copy dies. Antonym: cast, electrotype. Many pre-1890 
instances become collectable in their own right. 

Swiatec-Breen = Swiateck, Anthony, & Breen Walter Henry, Encyclopedia of United States 
Gold and Silver Commemorative Coins. N.Y.: FCI/Arco, April 1981. First printing [7,500] second 
printing (19857?) [7,500]. Another book WB was forced to write, as part of his employment in FCI. 
See nb’s for WB’s resentment working with AS. See Numisma #4 Glossary of Terms p. 280 for 
text written by either author. W.Breen preserved original AS ms., it is laughable.

tale Physical count. [English pron. ‘Tally’.] Usually in the phrase “by tale,” meaning that the coins 
are each reckoned at face value, rather than separately weighed to ascertain bullion value. 
telegrams, coded Communication in writing is mandatory from Sec. of Treas. to Director of the 
Mint for orders of quantity, denomination & delivery destination of struck coin. DM sent these 
coded orders by public telegraph to Branch Mint Superintendents, coded to prohibit the delivery 
person(s) from reading & alerting others of mint practices. 

tenor Standard weight/fineness/exchange rate: See new-tenor, old-tenor. 

third side of a coin 1. Obverse. 2. Reverse. 3. Edge. See edge. 

three-dollar piece, three dollar(s) gold Coin of this value, 1854-89. 

TNNC: The National Numismatic Collection: Smithsonian collection, within this study cited 
(formerly) Mint Cabinet Collection, (formerly, but later cited) S.lI.. 

transfer die A copy die fabricated by raising a hub from an old die & sinking this hub into a new 
die blank. Notable for the Baslow “second restrike” Confederate cents, gold, copper etc.. 
transitional design Same as prototype, sense 2. 

transposed arrows Said of any heraldic eagle design in which the arrows are in dexter claw 
rather than normally in sinister claw. However, in the Scot heraldic eagle designs of quarter 
eagles & half eagles 1796-1807; eagles of 1797-1804, arrows are normally in dexter claw. 
trefoil [Heraldry] Emblem or ornament representing either a three-petaled flower, a clover, or 
the club suit. 

trial of the pyx Annual test of coins by the Assay Commission to ascertain if the mint-master 
had issued any debased ones. The pyx was in official receptacle for samples of each batch 
(delivery by date); named after the receptacle for transporting consecrated religious wafers. 
Source material mostly used therein is ARDM’s of various dates, any other source should be 
specified, if possible. 

trial piece Any off-metal-striking (OMS) in baser metal than the intended coin. Typically, trial 
pieces of gold coins are in brass, tin, “white metal,” lead, or copper. Between about 1863 & 
1885, U.S. proof sets were struck from regular dies in copper, nickel, & aluminum; these are 
commonly classed as trial pieces, though a more accurate designation is pieces de caprice. 
triple stripes Said of pales gules with three lines of vertical shading per stripe. 

troy ounce Weight = 1/12 troy pound = 480 grs. = 31.1 gms. 

troy pound Weight = 5,760 grs. = 373.24 gms. Troy weighs were used only for gold (& silver, 
later platinum). 
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truncation The lower cutoff edge of a head or bust. 

type Major subdivision of a design. Example: Eagle’s $10’s of 1795-97 small eagle reverse & 
1797-1804 heraldic (large) eagle reverse. Compare major variety. See variety below; design 
above.

uncirculated (Unc.), (unc.) No trace of wear. Mint state, contrasted with circulated. Unworn 
business strike, contrasted with proof. See cartwheel effect above, see circulated. 
undertype Struck coin used as a planchet to be overstruck with other dies. 

uniface With a design on only one side, the other side blank. 

unique 1. One of a kind; the only one made. 2. The only survivor of its kind; a dangerous claim 
to make about any coin; safe to say about Walter Breen. 

upset To compress a first-process planchet edgewise in order to insure roundness & impart 
raised rims, making it into a second-process planchet. For strengthening dentils. See blank. A 
simplified castaing machine.

variety Any coin recognizably different in dies from another of the same design, date, & mint. 
Compare major variety, minor variety. Therein abbreviated var.. See design and type above. 
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Very Good (VG), (vg). Grade level defined in main text for each series collectible in that grade; 
typically, with complete inscriptions but only partial interior details. Only collected in very rare 
issues. Normally sold as bullion value. 

Very Fine (VF), (vf). Grade level defined for each series in main text; typically, complete in even 
the most minute details with minor signs of wear. 
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virole brisee (French) Segmented collar for imparting edge devices. See St. Gaudens 
beginning 1907. Modern term: Segmented edge dies (usually tripartite); hydraulic press forces 
them into unstruck blanks. Slower than fixed edge die. 

voided [Heraldry] With interiors absent or hollowed out.

warrant Written authorization; in the First Mint, written orders (dated & serially numbered) by 
the Director authorizing transfer of newly struck coins from the Coiner to the Treasurer of the 
Mint or other authorized recipients. See delivered. When a warrant is presented, immediate 
payment is demanded. Identical to a monetary “Check.” ‘Check’ is English word for French 
‘Warrant.’ See also Glossary; NB 45:44-5. 

weight standard Weight authorized by law, which coins struck under such authority must 
neither exceed nor fall short of. In practice, for reasons of technological limitation, minor 
deviations are permitted; their limits are called the remedy.

whizzing Giving a coin a false surface fraudulently simulating mint bloom, or luster, generally by 
wire brush or the like. Whizzed coins are technically mutilated. See CW 5/21/1986, p. 42, for 
illustrations. 

wire edge 1. Misnomer for knife-rim. 2. Misnomer for the first prototype St. Gaudens $10 of 
1907. 

working die(s) One(s) for striking coins, rather than for making hubs. 

working hub One used for making working dies.

BV were quite the trio, WB played point, [BV said “Conductor” (music)] sometimes under WB’s 
modest protest. BV began this numismatic study in 1994 (with cent), again in 1997 (gold & 
silver) for a very short period. Didn’t approve of the coin dealers (see WB’s nb’s!) & quit 
numismatics to move on to important subjects. In 2004, acknowledging the importance & 
fulfilling the promise to WB, he revised & added information, more or less finished after 800+/- 
total hours. 2017 it is transferred to updated software & completed by SW, to be published. The 
4 volumes of cent books came about as follows: BV was attending a coin show and overheard a 
conversation with the ‘publishers’ of the proposed large cent manuscript. One of the ‘writers’ 
was questioned by a collector (none knew whom BV was) as to when it was to be completed. 
Answer: “It has a significant amount of changes to be made.” BV informed/quoted WB of this 
conversation a few days later. WB was enraged. BV told me the best way to enrage WB was to 
tell him how to write (as Jack Collins was well aware). WB, in 1992, in terms of intellectual 
property receivership made BV promise (coins only): “Write one-cent, gold; ANA gets 
NOTHING!.” BV: “Okay!, happy too.” BV told me this was one of the few, if not the only time, he 
heard in WB’s voice, complete hatred concerning any subject matter (other than theft/ 
dishonesty). BV added this was the only time he saw WB’s eyes completely blackened. At this 
time WB encouraged BV not to waste his time in coins as WB did, life is too short. BV lost all 
interest in coin collecting due to this, & after the challenges were becoming less & less; the 
Odyssey continued. BV once said “If a person truly learns from their mistakes, | must be the 
smartest person that ever lived.” The halt in coins was NB 95:25 (& personal discussion) writing 
about coins using Linneaus’ classification as CA did for botany, this would take a decade. BV’s 
main interest was the Electro-Magnetic Spectrum: His copy of |.Newton’s Optics was annotated 
& in tatters. BV had many nicknames given by those whom knew him: Mad-Scientist, Gandolf, 
Professor Mad Chemist; | really think he was “Batman” of the late 20th century (Bruce Wayne) 
without the crimefighter mentality; see origin of Batman’s name (Wayne family) in early BM 
comic books. BV’s experiments (Newton’s Optics) & of QED at sea-level, in the Tropics, on the 
island he called “Hawai'i, the pair-a-dice”, were second-to-none. Some of his best experiments 
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were extremely dangerous. He had theories that demanded the invention of new mathematics. 
BV is busy observing the 4th dimension (& others) here on, as he said “planet Ocean”. BV said 
numis. provides little or no mental stimulation. 
The above photo was taken in 2018 while brief rewrite of 1996-7 & 2004 pages. 
BV was asked by the Denver Mint to be the historian (for all Mints) in the mid-1990’s. Mostly 
due to his knowledge of the banking industry. This was not a position he desired. He was a 
lifelong student of economics. Banking was a small part, of which numismatics was an even 
smaller part.

Note Books: Early in life (1940’s) WB retained notes in partial book-form, mostly in a time-line 
rather than subject matter. NB’s began in coins in 1951 in Research in the Archives & continued 
unnumbered until the early 1980’s, hence numbering them to #115. Early notes are on single 
sheets, some are note/scratch-pad. Some typed, some hand-written (incl. short-hand). Includes 
notes written on paper on envelopes, scrap paper, napkins, newspapers, books, etc., whatever 
was within reach. The difficulty was WB’s broad interests in various subjects. In 1990 WB had a 
large house in Berkeley Cali., basement filled to capacity (victim of floods #1 & 2), two 1/2 
rooms (‘library’ BV called “The Upper Room”) upstairs full of scholarly information. Fortunately 
WB & BV practiced the same filing system: “...its where | left it...”. BV told me the 1st room he 
had to walk sideways on a narrow path between bankers-boxes, stacked above his head (6’3”) 
full of papers to the next room.
